him in a ditch beside a road outside 
Lawton, half conscious and securely 
tied and gagged. 
The county attor* 
ney declared he would inquire into 
every phase of the case. 
Filing of criminal charges, he said, 
would depend upon the outcome of 
the investigation. 
The county attorney started about 
his inquiry today by preparing sub­ 
poenas for about thirty persons who 
have been suspended from Pastor Ir­ 
win’s church. Theqy were ousted by 
the church session with the sanction 
of Mr. Irwin. 
Pastor Irwin and three members 
of the church session were called in 
last night and questioned at length 
when the county attorney decided to 
convene the inquiry court. 
Their testimony was kept secret 
and it was not known whether Mr. 
Irwin gave any clue to the identity 
of his abductors. 
He has 
publicly 
stated that he did not recognize the 
three men. 
The pastor asserted he was going 
to carry his case before the Oklaho­ 
ma Synod. 
Observers of the fray interpreted 
the predicted strategy as possibly a 
refusal by the pastor to admit the 
state synod 
authority. 
Recourse to 
civil courts where the pastor already 
has obtained an injunction to prevent 
interference with his hcurch was also 
considered as a choice of battle and 
another lay in following the course of 
the executive board in resigning, but 
still sticking by his guns on the Law­ 
ton battle ground.

It was said Dubay saw the young 
woman riding in a motor bus 
with 
another man, as a result of w hich he 
was said to have jilted her. 
When neighbors broke into 
Miss 
Duncan's apartment Saturday night, 
a 
note addressed 
to Dubay was 
clutched in her hand. It read: 
“Da\y. 
Send Hollis to sister for 
me. 
I’m so tired I 
don’t want 
to 
live. I love you. V iolet” 
According to police. Miss Duncan 
came to Chicago last February from 
Atlanta, where she met Dubay, after 
obtaining a divorce from Walter Dun­ 
can of Chattanooga, Tenn. 
Miss Duncan was 
married 
when 
she was 14 years old, police said. 
On his way to a ball game Satur­ 
day Dubay saw Miss Duncan board 
a motor bus with another man. Lat­ 
er in the day he called at her apart­ 
ment and after a quarrel is said to 
have told her he would not marry 
her. 
Several hours later, he receiv­ 
ed a telephone call from Miss Dun­ 
can, who asked him to come to her 
home.

Body of Fifth Husband

exhume the body of a man buried 
here and to examine it for traces of 
poison, which if found, is expected to 
result in the prosecution of a woman 
for a series of murders committed 
for $11,000 insurance. 
The postmortem examination was 
ordered following the questioning of 
the woman who is being held In the 
county jail on charges which have 
no connection with the murders. The 
woman under suspicion is known to 
have been married five times and re­ 
cently is said to have acquired her 
sixth husband. 
Three 
of her hus­ 
bands, Prosecutor Stanton said, died 
under mysterious circumstances. He 
said two children by her first mar­ 
riage died from what was claimed at 
the time to be accidental poisoning. 
The woman was divorced 
from 
her first two husbands. 
Her third 
husband died in Pittsburgh in March 
1917 and her fourth in the same city 
in 1919, Stanton said. 
The children 
also died in that city. 
The third husband, Stanton said, 
carried $1,000 insurance, while 
the 
fourth was insured for $5,000. 
Her fifth husband was a former 
soldier. 
She married him in Pitts­ 
burgh seven months after the death 
of her fourth husband, and came 
here to live. 
He 
died 
suddenly 
about a year ago, leaving 
govern­ 
ment insurance of $5,000. Efforts to 
have this increased to $10,000 failed. 
The woman claimed that death in 
this Instance was due to* her hus­ 
band having been gassed 
overseas 
and no physician waa called, Btan- 
ton said. 
No traces of disability in the gov­ 
ernment records of this man could 
be found, acording to Stanton. 
The 
suspicious circumstances were 
re­ 
ported to Prosecutor Stanton by of­ 
ficials of the Red Cross which since 
her arrest, has been caring for two 
children of the woman, by her sec­ 
ond marriage.

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CORNSTALK’S FAME AND DEATH 
AT POINT PLEASANT 
E 
VEN if the Shnwnees had not given 
to history a Tecumseh, they would 
be well represented in the Indian hall 
of fame by Cornstalk. 
He rose to 
greatness in the Battle of Point Pleas­ 
ant during Lord Dunmore’s war in 
1774. That was the first “All-American” 
engagement—Shawnee Indiana led by 
Cornstalk against native frontiersmen 
commanded by Col. Andy Lewis. 
On the evening before the battle the 
Shawnee chief, knowing that he was 
already outnumbered and that another 
array was marching against him, of­ 
fered to cross the Ohio alone and make 
overtures for peace. He was overruled 
by his warriors. “It is well,” he said. 
“If you are resolved to fight, then fight 
you shall. But if any warrior attempts 
to run away I will kill him with my 
own hand.” 
Early the next morning he attacked. 
It was a desperate all-day battle. 
Cornstalk was everywhere, encourag­ 
ing his warriors. 
Once, true to his 
threat, he cut down with his toma­ 
hawk a skulker. 
Then Lewis out­ 
flanked him. The chief skillfully with­ 
drew hi* forces, leaving the white man 
In possession of the field, but at the 
cost of 75 killed and 150 wounded. 
When Lord Dunmore offered to 
make peace, Cornstalk called a council 
of his chiefs. 
“You would not make 
peace before Point Pleasant. What is 
your voice now with tw o armies of the 
Long Knives pressing upon us?” he de­ 
manded. “If it is for war, let us first 
kill our women and children, then go 
out and* fight like men until we, too, 
are killed.” The Shawnees were silent. 
Cornstalk dashed his hatchet into the 
council post. “You act like children !*’ 
he exclaimed. 
“I will go and make 
peace n^self.” 
So he went alone to 
Cldllicothe and signed the treaty. 
He never broke it. In 1777 he went 
to the American fort at Point Pleas­ 
ant and warned the settlers that he 
might not be able to restrain his rest­ 
less warriors. 
The commandant de­ 
tained him and his son, Ellinipsico, as 
hostages. 
One day some roving Indians am­ 
bushed and killed a settler. Declaring 
that the Shawnees had planned the 
ambush, a party of whites rushed to 
the cabin where they were held pris­ 
oners. 
Cornstalk heard their angry cries 
outside the door. 
He knew that the 
end had come. “My son,” he said to 
Ellinipsico, who was badly frightened, 
“the Great Spirit has seen fit that we 
«hould die together. 
It is well. .Let 
us die like men and Shawnee war­ 
riors.” 
Rising to his feet, he faced the door. 
As the infuriated settlers threw it 
open the old chief drew himself up 
proudly and opened wide his arms. A 
second later he sank to the floor, 
pierced thmugh the breast by seven 
bullets. 
Point Pleasant had brought 
him both fámo and death.
